In response to the Office Action dated March 12, 
2003, applicants amend their application as follows: 



ELECTION OF INVENTION; 



Applicants provisionally elect, with traverse, the 
invention characterized by the Examiner as Group I drawn to an 
optical waveguide probe and submit that claims 1-12 and 13 are 
readable on the elected invention. 




REMARKS 

In the last Action, restriction was required between 
claims 1-12 and 13 drawn to aa optical waveguide probe and 
claims 14-16 and 17-22 drawn to a manufacturing process of an 
optical waveguide probe. The Examiner stated that the two 
inventions are patentably distinct from each other, thereby 
making restriction proper. Applicants were required to elect 
one of the two inventions for further prosecution in this 
application. 

In response to the restriction requirement, 
applicants have provisionally elected the invention of Group I 
drawn to an optical waveguide probe and submit that claims 
1-12 and 13 are readable on the elected invention. The non- 
elected claims have been retained in the application pending 
possible withdrawal of the restriction requirement or 
applicants' decision to pursue the subject matter thereof in a 
continuing application.
